Young Dolliver in 1875 applied, for

It was while em- 
ployed in digging potatoes, barefooted 
ana clad in a pair of overalls, that the 
school directors found him when they 
notified him of his appointment. 


In 1880 he removed to Fort Dodge, 


la., and hung: up his shingle. The first 
ten years of his life there were not 
eventful. They were spent in building 
up a big 'law practice and in gaining 
a reputation as a finished and able ora- 
tor. During these years Dolliver never 
held a political office of any kind. But 
when he was nominated for congress 
at the age of 31 the politicians found 
in him a man who knew a trick worth 
wo of theirs. 


Close to Farmers. 


He went out into the fourteen big 


owa farming counties which he repre- 
sented and talked to the people, 
rrr 


:ome way he seemed to set closer to 
he Iowa farmers than any man who 
i.ld campaigned 
the district 
before 


out of Iowa, these same old farmers 
wera not surprised.

But Dolliver was more than an ora- 


tor and a shrewd politician. He loved) 
his books and liked nothing better 
than to spend an evening in his libra- 
ry with his wife. His tastes were do- 
mestic.

Methodist Episcopal church, and it is 
said that he caught the Idea of his 
original methods of campaigning from 
the camp meetings which he attended 
in his early flays. 


His race for the vice presidential 


nomination at Philadelphia Is well^re- 
membered. He declined when Roose- 
velt weakened In his determination not 
to accept and Roosevelt was nomi- 
nated. 
If it had not .been Roosevelt, 


it would have been Dolliver.

sweeping over Ohio, and thpnrp travel- 
ing westward, caused her to go to the 
east to study the temperance move- 
ment, and to confer with the leaders 
in New -York. 
She went into the 


slums of that city, and saw the ravages 
caused by strong drink, and. as 
sh< 


stood hy the bedside of the dying am 
by her love and tender sympathy triei 
to 
comfort and 
help the 
broken 


hearted and destitute a fire of pity 
that never left her was kindled in he 
soul for the physical and mental mis 
ery that Intemperance causes among 
the poor. Her whole .heart and sou 
yearned to give herself arid her pow- 
ers to the temperance cause; but sh 
was poor in this world's goods, and up 
on her rested the responsibility of pro 
vifling for her own and her belove 
mother's needs. "While she was wait 
ing, 
' watching, and bending all he 


energies to find where to stand withi 
the charmed circle of the temperanc 
reform many and varied offers came 
from the educational field, tempting 
in respect to their wide outlook and 
large promise ot financial relief. She 
consulted her friends regarding the 
matter and they 
strongly 
advised 


against her entering the field as a 
temperance worker, because of the un- 
certainty of financial recompense and 
the dependence ot her mother and her- 
self on her exertions. While thus un- 
decided, she received two letters on the 
same day. The first was from the Rev. 
Dr. Van Norman, of New York city, 
offering her the position of lady prin- 
cipal of his elegant school for young 
women, with a salary of 52,400; and 
the other letter was from Mrs. Louise 
S. Rounds, of Chicago, begging her to 
tnke the presidency of the Chicago 
branch of the W. C. T. U., while she 
confessed Its then present weakness 
of organization and. its financial in- 
adequacy. 


Miss "Willarcl did not hesitate. 
The 


New York offer was declined, and that 
of Mrs. Round's accepted. The story 
of her work in Chicago rends like a 
romance: into it she flung herself with 
all the ardor of her being. Into the 
homes of the poor and lowly, the sin- 
ful and wandering, she went, an angel 
of merry. In the fnll of that year she 
wns elected corresponding 
for the National W. C- T. TJ. 


The total quantity of beer produced

The Riga beer is well 
mown throughout Russia and is sent 
.0 the remotest points in Siberia, one 
hundred special railroad cars, owned 
hy the different brewies, being con- 
tinually on the road. 
The breweries 


are equipped with all modern machin- 
ery and appliances, supplied exclusive- 
ly from Germany. 


The government levies a brewing tax 


upon the weight of the malt used, ac- 
cording to its yield, as follows, per 
thirty-six pounds: Up to 60 per cent, 
yield, 75 .cents; from 60 to 70 per cent, 
yield, 82 cents;-from 65 to 72 per cent., 
OS cents; about 72 per cent, $1.03. An 
extra tax on malt used of S cents per 
thirty-six pounds is also assessed. 


The grain used was both of the 1908 


and 1909 varieties, the prices varying 
from 58 to 62 cents 
per 
thirty-six 


pounds. The quantity of malt used by 
the eleven Riga breweries during 190D 
was about 
8,750 tons, upon which 


$475,000 was paid to the excise depart- 
ment. 
Of the hops required 40 per 


cent, was imported, chiefly from Ba- 
varia, while 60 per cent, was supplied 
by Poland, prices per thirty-six pounds 
being from $16.48 to S20.60 for best 
Polish and $21.63 to $25.75 for'foreign 
hops. Wages of operatives have risen 
50 per cent, during- recent years, their 
earnings for nine and one-half to ten 
workinug hours a day being now from 
S14 to $18 a month.—Consular Reports.

The manner of wiping the fingers,

The ascent Is chiefly up ("chimneys" 


and along narrow ledges or steeply 
sloping shelves. 
Ropes are an essen- 


tial to the climb and In one more par- 
ticularly difficult stretch there have 
been left Iron spikes In the face qf a 
rock, and a heavy rope, to add security 
to these precarious slopes. This rope 
has become so weakened by exposure 
to the weather that.lt is not safe for 
more than one person at a time to 
stress ItWth.ht* weight. 


One of the greatest dangers of the! 


climb I§ the. falling of'loosened rock 
and in the three ascents which the 
writer has made narrow escapes from 
injury have been experienced. On the 
present climb a small »tone, falling 
,some forty feet, struck one of the men 
a bruising .blow on the head, and a 
few minutes later a rock as large as 
one's head went bounding In zig-zag 
courses down a chimney, missing in 
miraculous manner the entire party.
